—Dear Bishop—It is 
the third time I have written you «hd 
have not received one line from you, 
which mikes my feel very sad, but, dear 
father, I am thankful to gay to you con- 
cerning the work they have given me to 
do through the belp of A'mighty God— 
the captain of our soul's 8alvation, 

I have bad a revival on my charge, 
and 27 souls was born of God and 3 
native souls. When I took this charge, 
last June a year ago, I had 16 members 
—o0 church house—but, thanks be to 
God, I nave run the membership up to 
71 and am trying to build, but the ma- 
jority of my members are females. 

Dear Bishap, I Saw in the Star of Zion, 
May 6, 1892, an article concerning your 
work in Africa, saying that you came to 
Africa and gathered up the filth of other 
c urches and returned to America sbout- 
ing over them, It vs published by 
Rev. Andrew Cartwright, superintendent 
of Zion Mission in Africa, I answered 
the piece, but not hearing from you, I 
did not send it, thinking, too, that you 
took the Star. Therefore, I did not 
bother any further. 

Our work is greatly hindered by not 
having an Eider to work with us. The 
Elders we ask to help us in our quarterly 
meetings —E'Jers of other churches — 
are not interested in our work, as our 
Elders would be. The Zion work in Af- 
rica, uader Brother Cartwright, is about 
played out; I have got very near all the 
members, and the rest attend my church.

ANCIENT BURIAL CUSTOMS. 


BY GCRORGE M. BORHKMER, L. L. D. 


From the ancient Scandinavian litera- 
ture wo learn a great deal that is inter- 
es ing about the customs and manner of 
living of the Norsemen of old. Those 
bold Vikings, being rather more at home 
on the water than the land, were commonly 
interred in mounds, together with their 
vessels. The great 8ea-going boat gome- 
times serving as sarcophagus containing 
many corpses. 

The custom of burial in ships appears 
to have originated at the age of table, 
when the Scandinavian North was peo- 
pled by a race of gods hose king was 
Odin, and bis wife, Freg, had two sons, 
Baldr and Thor. Badr was beautiful 
and gentle and beloved by the gods who 
looked to his dreams for guidance. He 
bad, however, one enemy, Loki, the evil 
god, One vight, Baldr in « dream heard 
a voice telling him that bis life was in 
danger, and in the morning be told bis 
mother of it. Freg was greatly worried 
and going to all things, «nimal, vegeta- 
ble avd mineral, she exacted of them an 
oath that they would not harm Baldr. 
While on ber mission, Freg come to one 
little plant, the mistletos, which appear- 
ed to be incapable of working harm, and 
thus no oath was exacted from it. When 
Freg had finished her task »be returned 
home and told Baldr and bis friend 
what sbe had done, aud the gods in their 

lays often amused themselves by shoot- 
— arrows or throwing stones at bis in- 
vulnerable body to see them swerve aside 
just before reaching him. Loki, bowever, 
being determined to do Baldr harm, went 
to Freg, disguised as an old woman, 
and learned from her the only thing that 
might be employed fn injuring bis ene- 
my. Then, burrying away, he found the 
little mistletoe, and, carving it into an 
arrow, returned to the «pot where the 
gods amused themselves shooting at 
Ba dr. Apart from the crowd stood 
Hoder, the blind, and, approaching bim, 
Loki induced him to shoot the arrow at 
Baldr, who fell, shot through the heart. 

Olin mouroed three days, and then he 
ordered that Bildr's body be carried to 
the sea shore and be placed upon his 
ship, Hringhorn, together with his ar- 
mor, splendid clothes, and his horse with 
all its trappings. The 7 launched, 
and fire from the friction Qf the roll 
burned it, together with its conten 
ashes. And Odin ordered that al

. erty, the remains 70 U. coliect - 
ed and covered with « mound of earth. 

Of crematories of this kind the numer- 
ous remains have been found along the 
coast of Norway, consisting of mounds 
containing large numbers of nails and 
aivets, which in the process of buruing 
had fallen to the ground where, deposit- 
ed in rows, they serve as index to the 
sha pe and position of the boat that had 
served as funeral pyre to some mighty 
chieftain. 

Au excellent illustration of this kind 
of grave exists at Mokklebyst, Norway. 
The mound is located in « plain, iu full 
view of the sea over which the buried 
ship used to bound, All around the 
mound is a ditch twelve feet wide and 
three feet deep, which, on the south and 
west, is traversed by a bridge-like dam, 
The interior of the mound presents two 
layers, one of bone splinters intermixed 
with soil and cinders, and the other con- 
sisting of _ cinders and burned remains. 
Orer this a number of objects 
was strewu, which showed that 
here N ship had been 
hauled ashore and gaily decorated with 
shields around its bulwark, and with arms 
and other articles of war piled up, serv- 
ing thus as the funeral pyre of its com 
mander. 

The remains in this instance having 
been consumed? they were collected in a 
flat, bronze vessel, together with some 
personal property of the owner, congiat- 
ing of two combs, checkermen, dice and 
arrow heads, This receptacle holdin 
the remains of the dead chief was — 
in an excavation at the bottom of the 
mound, Above it a number of articles 
were piled. In an untanned goat akin 
were found the unburned remains of ani- 
mal bones, possibly the portion assigned 
to the dead man from the funeral feast 
for his long journey to Walkells, The 
bottom of the mound was covered with 
hundreds of nails, mountings, mast 
rings, anchors, shields and other things. 

Another of burial took place in 
ships without the burning of the hody, 
the ship being covered with «a mound. 
This method was adopted after Frey. 
had been mound laid in Uppsilir., The 
beat known example of this style of in- 
terment is afforded by the burial «hip at 
Goksh id, in Norway, It was dug out 
of a mound, which had been known for 
centuries as the king's mound, because 
of « tradition to the effect that a royal 
personage had been interred there with 
all his treasures. It was in the expecta- 
tion of gecuring the latter that the 
mound was first opened by robbers, who 
carrie1 away a great deal that would 
have been of interest to science and the 
world, 

An excavation of this mound, con- 
ducted with great care by opening a 
passage way through the middle, reward- 
ed the scientific explorer by revealing an 
entire ship, eighty feet in length. In 
the middle of the ship was « large grave 
chamber of wood, in the form of 
« gable roof, in which the 
remains of the dead were deposited. The 
spot for the mound was required to have 
a free view of the ses. Aſter digging 
away the soil from the place cb osen, the 
ship was drawn hither by horses and low- 
ered with its stern sea ward into the exca- 
vations, being stayed on each side with 
struts. The sepulchral chamber was 
then built, When 1t was ready the corpse 
arrayed in state attire and girt with arms, 
was drawn to the ground, introduced 
into the chamber through an openin 
temporarily left for that purpose, an

You will see by this letter that I have 
reached this world renowned sbip mart, 
where more «hipping business is done 
than in any other city of its size upon 
the face of the globe. It is needless to 
say, that after adjustiog my affairs as 
best I hid time, I mounte { the steam- 
«hip Mj-stic, the grest Leviathan of the 
Atlantic ocean, Feb. 221, at New York, 
and started for Africa via this great 
business center, Our trip acrom the 
ocean was very fair for the time of year, 
yet, we met « gale in which the wiat 
blew 89 or 83 -mites un hour; aud the 
ship running twenty-three miles an hour, 
made its contact w.th the ship at least 
100 miles an hour, Awful! Awful! 
Awſul! 


Thad beard of the wind blowing 80 
terrific that the ocean waves could not 
rise, but this was the first time, I hat 
ever noticed it, although 1 may have 
been in it before, but in this instances. 
the sea simply laid down and was level, 
and no man 4 walk the ship's decks, 
othetwi-e he would have been blows off 
in mid ocean. But, O! when the winds 
did cease or calm down, such billows, 
such waves, such water fury as followed 
can not be pictured in words; but horror 
of horrors, just in th» time of this ocean 
s:rife, a wheel of the michinery broke 
and left us at the mercy of one wheel 
alone. Hearts flew up in months, bloo1 
stood $(ill in veins and ar tcries, eyes al- 
most refused to wink and tongues were 
paralyzed. The dread perturbation was 
soon over, bowever, as the one wheel is 
still revolving and the ship moves on, 
Word comes from the captain that the

We all looked out; and aw that the 


ship was still advauciog and confronting 
the angry elements aud maintaining ber 
equilibrium, Then we all begaa to ltgh 
and acciize cath other of being scared. 
thought it was no time t) stand there 
and bandy words about who was fright- 
ened or who was not. 8 I went down 
staits to my cabio; fell on my knees and 
had a little private chat wah God. Ser- 
eral white ladies did the same. They 
thought as I did, that it was more of a 
time to wave the thankeoffering than be 
telling lies about n-t being fright ned; 
yet, +trange to say, I never felt anything 
like a deep scare. The rens0n, I julge, 
was that the ship was 80 quiet and steady 
all the time, lor the Majest c is, without 
doubt, the most self- posscssed sbip upon 
the ocean. 

Five white meu ctos ed over on the 
s me vessel en route to Africa, as mingrs. 
They expect to be rich in a few years. 
Since my arrival here 1 flud that white 
immigration to-Aﬀrica his great'y in- 
creased, If the Uvited States should 
great tide of im 
n There, „s it is thought here 
will be done, Africa is gone and the 
black race will hive no h me upon the 
face of the globe. I find that the Euro» 
pean powers are willing and anxious for 
United States to stop the flow of immi- 
gration there, so that their poor people 
can drift to Africe aud thus extend their 
national domains. I accompanied some 
distinguished men last night to a mas 
meeting, where breaud and meat was be- 
ing discussed, and what means should be 
emplozed to feed the millions now in 
want, and the argument was set forth 
that the African was au inferior people, 
could never be mide cqual to the re- 
sources of their, country, and it would 
be « mercy to take their continent aud 
use it ſor the good of humawuity. The 
remarks nearly killed me. I almsst 
fainted upon my seat, egpecially when I 
remembered the little sense of a large» 
majority of our so-called big men, for 
common sense, race pride aud race cou 
cern is wanting in the American Negro 
without doubt. 

Yet, that is not an item of 0 much 
discouragement, when we remember that 
we American Negroes, are made up of the 
most inferior portion of the African 
treib s; for we of Americs, ar» nothing 
but the old African slaves at beat. Hene ; 
the narrowness, negativeness, and fault 
findiag tendencies, which prevail in our 
ranks, Wo we mini-ters holdiag 
high places in the church, who will 
speak as contemptuously of Ohbristianiz- 
ing Africa, as the devit himself. Both 
Vrecland aud Ridge, have had knive:+ 
by the bushel sherpened and employ: d i 
their disscction, by men who will be for 
gotien before they die, but why complain 
about it? They can not help it. Pol 
lok well expresses it thus:

late years and it would 
strange if, in the near future, 
zhould be signs of « general exodus of 
our colored people. 

In the early days, before the war, the 
African Colonization Society, was fot med 
at Washington to aid in sending dmanci- 
p*ted alaves to [iberia, Vos of our 
great «tatesmen, Henry Clay, was presi- 
dent of this society, and many « hp 
load of « mancipated slaves were sent out 
to the republic of Liberia, of which, at 
that time, President Roberts, « colored 
man of great learning and intelligence, 
was the chief executive officer, 

The descendents of these early emi- 
grants to Liberia have becume a rich and 
prosperous pe. ple. They are industrious 
and tbrifty and during their residence in 
Liberia they have dove much towards 
the civilization «nd Christianizing of 
Africa. Indeed, it may be thit the final 
redemption of Afric» may be brought 
about by the it fluen ce of our negroes in 
the south, if they should once determine 
to make Africa their home, aud to emi- 
grate thitber. 

Of course, the southern people wou'd 
miss them greatly in our cotton fields, 
and wherever they are employed, but af- 
ter all, would it be right to detain them 
in this country, where they are to use 
ful, if they should express « general de- 
ire to return to the land f which 
they originally came, an where 
they would become $0 powerfut a factor 
in the regeneration and civilization of 
Africa, where our missionaries for « 
bundred years have as yet accomplished 
30 little. 


This may yet become the great problem 
of our own country and of the whole 
Obristian world, and if the southern peo- 
ple should ever be called upon to make 
the sacrifice and to let these people de- 
part aud fulfill their mission in Afrins, 
should we be +0 aviflah as to deny that 
their exodus from the south would no 
doubt be attended with the test ben- 
efit to themselves and to the pcople of 
their color among whom they might set- 
tle? The little republic of Liberia wou'd 
have a chance to become « great and 
powerſul nation and it woult extend 
along the west coast of Africa and into 
the interior, and could becomes under 
God's providence the home of a mighty 
people. 

It may be expected, therefore, that 
now, in our own day, will be the time 
and « ccasjon for the African Colonization 
Society at Washington to commence its 
believed useful and pbiranthropie work, 
This, goctety will undoubtedly be revived 


I have rarely witnessed. Men and wo- 
men of the higbest culture, doctors and 
profexsors shouting, was a novel sight. 
Book writers «nd review editots hugging 
and «baking hands, I told them when 
we in Americ \ get a small 
tom thing of education, we became too 
wise to shout and praise God. Indeed, 
zome of our preachers, white and colored, 
denounced it as being emotion and su- 
perstition, 80 one college professor 
cricd out, aud said,. Glory be to God 
for such emotion, II lelujab; hwtlelu- 
jib for such superstitioa. Lord, send us 
more,” ex 1-imed-another. 1 have seen 
vor heard nothing like this among col- 
ored people in twenty years, I sat there 
aud looked bn aud said to myself: The 
white people will beat the Negro going 
to hell — heaven both. We may get 
enough up there ty be weiters, aud 
down there to take the ly chiag. 

T spoks of the relative merits of cur 
twelve Bishops, before an asxembly of 
eager hearers, I axzured them that all 
were great men except myself; that I was 
regarded as a crank on several points, 
etc., #6 when 1 got through, a few gen- 
tlemen approached me and inquired if 
Bishop Ward would come over 28d 
preach a week for thei for +eyen hundred 
dollars. 1 told them yes. 80 they 
took his address. They uy eloquenoe 
is dying out in England. judge it is, 
the way they fuss over me. 

1 have had the pleasure of gratifying 
a long cherished desire—thet wes to vie- 
it the world-famed chemical works of 
Widacss, between Liverpool and Lon- 
don, which covers nearly one hnndred 
acres of ground, We only got iu upon 
the ground that I was an American 
Righcp. It is hard to get neceny to the 
interior of the greatest place of the kind 
upon the globe. I would not! take a 
thi-uzznd dollars for what I gaw and 
learned, But of all the sights this side 
of hell itself! Sureſy there is nothing 
to compare with it. It is fire, fire, fire 
everywhere; ſurneces of fire, tar ks of fire, 
pipes of fire, blazes of fire; rocks melted 
and bubbling like boiling water; tanks 
of alkali forty feet long ond twenty 
deep; manufacturing sulphate of 80 ſa, 
sulphurie acid, hydrochloric acid, salt 
cake, soda asb, bicarbinate of gods, 
caustic soda, crystal «ods, wasbing sode, 
and twenty other things too many to 
nume. 

But the idea of making water red hot 
beuts all my imaginations. Water made 
80 hot that it would burn paper or wood, 
which I «aw it do, upeets all physical 
science, yet it is science. The iron fur 
naces of Pittsburg, Birmingham and 
Chattaroogs, wh ch I thought was 80 
frightful when iu full blast, are but toys 
or p:\aythings eampared to the great 
chemical works of England, The stench 
of the deadly acids is dreadſyl. Such 
are their power aud «oct upon every- 
thing that the gascs alone eat the wool, 
iron, rocks and bricks of the buildings 
down every now aud then. Noe of the 
men live who are compelled to breathe 
it; it iges wonder to me. Rev. L. Wynn 
Jones, The Wesleyan minister, wh ac- 
companied me, was nearly stiff d to 
death, But I got through somehow 
without much trouble. Yet I felt the 
effects of it at night, when I lectured to 
an immense assemblage.
